down to about the consistency of 
ketchup. Measure, all the corn or 
beans and okra, which have been 
j prepared as for canning, add season­ 
ing, and cook all together for IO 
minutes. Pack and process pints for 
2 hours continuously at boiling, or 
for 30 minutes under IO lbs. steam 
pressure.
